HE Manner in which the Porte Pome the 
exorbitant Propofals of Thamas Xouli Kan, 

has determined him ro make more modccrate Offers 
for cftablithing a lafting Peace between the Turkish 
and Perfian Eeupires : And, inftead of infifting any 
farther on the Kefliuution of the Places conquer’d 
by the former from the latter, he confines himfelf 
now to the three Articles that follow. 1. That 
the Grand Seignior eftablifh a new Regulation for 
the Perfian Caravans that cravel in his Dominions ; 


‘and that certain Duties which they have hitherco 


been obliged to pay be ‘upprefs’d. 2. That Me- 
theds be taken co put an End to the Religious 
Differences that divide the Subj of the two 
Empires, with repard to the Sects of Omer and 
Ali. 3. That she Promife made by the Grand 
Seignior of fending back to Perfia a certain Num- 
ber of Families taken Prifoners by the Tutks, having 
not been pertomed, he demands of the Grand 
Scignior co fatisfy that Engagement, or elfe to pay 
aSum of Moncey by way of Indemnification. ‘Tis 
not doubted bur thefe three Articles may eafily be 
fertled. What makes Kouli Kan fo craétable is, 
that he is not in a Condition ro renew the War 
with the Porte; for ‘tis as much as he can do, with 
all his WNdom and Policy, to baffle the Intrigues 
of thofe who are jealous of his Power ; and all his 
Forces are but barely fufficient to fecure him from 
a Surprize from the Great Mogu!, who, by a 
Treaty with the Grand Scignior, has engaged to 
attack Kouli Kan whenever he threatens co moleft 
his Highneds. 

* Ina late Divan held for fettling the Operations 
of the Campaign, at which the Kan of the Crim 
Tartars affifted, who was fent for by the Grand 
Seignior on purpofe, it was propofed to the faid 
Kan to make a Diverfion on the Side of the 
Ukraine ; but he reprefented, that fo uncertain was
